WORK PROGRESSING SLOWLY 


Capital is Needed for the Devel- 


o|iment of the Resources 


of the Region. 


By our State Correspondent. 


Thirty miles in a northeasterly direc- 


tion from Reno is a section of country 
known to be at least_three miles in length 
by a mile and a half in width, -which con- 
tains a network of gold bearing ledges 
and several gulches rich in placer depos- 
its. 


No m ining district has yet been organ- 


ized but the region is commonly known 
as Olinghouse district. 


Although mining operations have been 


conducted here for but a little over two 
years the region has already produced 
about $30,000, the result of merely des- 
ultory work. W. 0. Williams is the fa- 
ther of the district, having discovered the 
first ledges and placers and been one of 
the principal operators in the camp since 
that time. 


Within the limited area bounding Ol- 


inghouse Canon seventy-six claims have 
been located and more or less extensively 
developed. Thsy are distributed as fol- 
lows: Quartz, on south side of canon, 
11; on north, side, 45; placer, in Olign- 
house, 8; Little Gulch, 2; foot of Green 
Hill, 6; Frank Free Gulch, 4. 


The formation in this district is unique. 


The ledges extend in every direction, 
crossing and re-crossing, although the 
principal leads have northeast-southwest 
strike. 


In the matter of walls there is almost 


everything to select from: porphory, sy- 
enite.puddingstone, blue trap,sandstone, 
calcareoxis formations and slate. 
The 


quartz is usually soft and porous, the 
cavities showing oxide of iron. Delicate 
traceries of manganese play over the 
rock which is also occasionally stained 
•with copper sulphate and sulphide. The 
quartzes are mainly feldspathie and 
amorphous. There are some magnificent 
stringers of amethyst, heavily ored, in 
the Green Hill leads. 
Quartzite edged 


with tiny crystals, produces heavily in 
wire gold. 


No absolutely barren leads have yet 


been found in the district. All the ledg- 
es aid stringers yet discovered are loose- 
ly cased in permeable walls into which 
the precious metal penetrates to a con- 
siderable distance. Hence, the widlh 
and assays of an Olinghouse ledge are 
not always perfect criterions by which to 
judge of the value of the property. 


Not all is "beer and skittles" with the 


quartz miners of this district. The ledg- 
es are often deceptive, droppings may 
glisten with wire gold and be even of 
sufficient value to hansomely repay hand- 
mortaring, while thirty feet deeper the 
prospective millionaire 
finds 
himself 


working in 85 rock, although the lead 
has possibly widened sufficienty to almost 
counteract the shrinkage in values per 
ton. But if the owner does not become 
discouraged ha will likely discover his 
rich ore returning at a greater depth with 
sulphurete coming in to increase the ex- 
pense of treating the rock.

The more oenservative Eepublican 


paper* in the east aoknowlege that th< 
late civil service order of Presiden 
MeKinley is a step backward. Whili 
it is probably true tbat some of th< 
exemptions made were reoommendet 
by heads of departments having the 
good of the serviae at heart, the issu- 
ance of the order, as a whole, was a 
concession to the spoilsmen, and will 
be so regarded, notwithstanding that 
perhaps it was not so far-reaching- as 
some of them desired. They want the 
merit system broken down entirely, 
and instead of being satisfied with the 
patronage placed at their disposal by 
this order, they are more than likely 
to beeome emboldened into making 
still farther attacks. 


By referencs to the report of the 


Civil Service Commission in 1897, it 
will be eeen that President McKinley's 
sweeping order was not iu accord with 
the views of the members of that body. 
In the report for that year, which we 
believe was the latest issued, the com- 
mission said in substance that the iu 
tention of the trainers of the law was 
thlt comparatively few places should 
be exoepted from open competitive 
examinations. Attention was called to 
the excepted positions as a growing 
evil. In that same report the commis- 
sion expressed the belief "that the best 
interests of the service require that the 
civil service rules be extended to in 
elude the municipal service of the 
District of Columbia, the clerical force 
iu the library of Congress and the 
clerical force of the next census.' 
While nothing has been done by Presi 
dent MeKinley towards expending th 
civil service rules as the commission 
recommended, and while the censu 
bureau has been organized upon a dis 
tinctly spoils basis, the excepted posi 
tions of which the 'commission disap 
proves have been increased to the ex 
tent of about 5,000 places. Certainly 
the friends of civil service reform bar 
a right to expect better things from an 
administration pledged by its party 
platform to a strict observance of th 
system.

Lliardi That Grow New Eye*. 


The tuatara lizard of New Zealand in 


said to be one of the most ancient forma 
of animal life now existing. It original- 
ly possessed four eyes, but now has to 
be contented with but two. It lays eggs, 
and these take no less than 13 months 
to hatch out, the embryos passing the 
•winter in a state of hibernation. 


These remarkable animals are found 


only in one or two places in the colony, 
and they are rapidly becoming scarce, 
as collectors from every part of the 
world are continually on their track. 
They are about 18 inches in length, and, 
like many of the lizards, are said te 
have the characteristic of being able to 
replace portions of their limbs, etc., 
which have been destroyed. One owned 
by Mr. Carl Hanser of Awanui had the 
misfortune to lose an eye some time ago, 
and now a complete new eye, as perfect 
as the undamaged one, has grown in 
the place of that lost. 


While the eye was developing the 


lizard seemed to he no more inconven- 
ienced than a human being 1* in the 
growing cf finger nails or hair.

A MASTBfRLY ADDRK89. 


Synopsis of the bpoech Hide in Reno 


by Dr. Ell UoOlUh, President of the 
University of the Pacific. 
The sabjeot was "The Education of 


the Heart." Not by ignoring the edu- 
cation of the intellect but by making 
them keep company each with the 
other, and an appropriate text for it 
was from Tennyson: "Let knowledge 
grow from more to more bnt more of 
reverence in as dwell and mind and 
soul according well, shall make music 
as before but raster." 


The speaker began his address with 


an extract from "The Life of Darwin" 
in which that distinguished scientist 
told how formerly he loved poetry and 
music, pictures and natural scenery 
bnt bad lost all taite for either. Using 
his own words, "For many years I 
cannot endnre to read a line of poetry; 
I have almost lost my taste for pictures 
and music; I retain some taste for fine 
scenery bnt it does not cause me the 
exquisite delight which it formerly 
did. My mind seems to have been a 
kind of thinking machine for grinding 
general laws out of collections of facts. 
Bat why this should have caused 
atrophy on that part of the brain alone 
on which the higher tastes depend, 
I cannot conceive. If I bad to live my 
life again, I would make it a rule to read 
some poetry and listen to some music 
at least once a week. A loss of this 
taste is a loss of happimess and may 
possibly be injurious to the intellect 
und more probably to the moral char- 
nater by enfeebling the emotional part 
of oar nature." 


Dr. MoOlish emphasized the remit 


of what Mr. Darwin here called the 
loss of the higher aesthetic tastes and 
said there was a tendency to place the 
emphasis upon the intellect and by 
neglect to do for the youth and man- 
hood of our civilization what Darwin 
did for himself. We should aultivate 
the higher sensibilities and not allow 
the poet brain within each of us to die 
from lack of sustenance. He then 
called attention to the address de- 
livered a few years ago by President 
Wbite of Cornell, "The Voice of the 


I Niueteentb and Twentieth Century," 
in which the cry was "We have beeome 


moral age. The poets, the artists, 


tbe ministers are passing and the 
strong minds are turning te impress 
instead of these professions that call 
for heart and higher sensibilities." 
He called attention to a celebrated 
statement of Charles Dickens in his 
•'American Notes" in which the Amer- 
icana were honoring men who are 
thoroughly disreputable because they 
were smart and finally to a suggestion 
in the List month from Professor Tut- 
tle of Yale iu which be believes that 
our higher education tends to make 
pessimist men who are out of sympathy 
with the joys and sorrows of the mil- 
lions. In one word this age has scien- 
tific methods, rationalistic in its spirit 
and utility in its aim. "My object," 
he said, "is to place emphasis upon 
tbe thorough half of man's nature." 
He then went on to show Horace Bush- 
nell, the preacher, Professor W. James 
of Harvard, the Psychologist, George 
John Romanes, the Scientist, and Pro- 
fessor Goldman Smith, the Historian, 
all recognize the importance even in 
the discernment of> truth in the educa- 
tion ot the heart. Professor Smith 
from tbe standpoint of the historian 
says: "Tbe training of right sym- 
pathies and pure affections, without 
which no system of education can be 
perfect, and for the want of wbicb^ 
mere want of mathematical und scien- 
tific truiniag appears essentially ile- 
fectyd must be emphasized in educa- 
tion.

Millan, formerly of Humboldt county, 
in this State, where he spsnt the ma- 
jority of the years of bis life.
